and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives will be reported to the 
House next Wednesday and the debate

There is some opposition to the fail 
on the Democratic side of the House, 
but it \vill probably pass that body 
with slight amendments The Demo- 
cratic members of ^the Senate Finance 
Committee, however, do not favor the 
bill, and they have decided that a com- 
parative statement should be made 
which will show the clitterenoe between 
the present law and the new bill. It is 
said to be within the range of possi- 
bility that the principles of free raw 
material may be abandoned or at least 
materially modified. Representatives 
of manufacturing interests are appear- 
ing before the committee and giving 
their opinions of the proposed changes. 


The fact that the expenditures ot the 


Government exceeded the receipts over 
$7,000,000 in November and about $30,- 
000,000 m the last six or eight months 
causes Senators and Representatives 
to pause ere they materially increase 
the free list. A material reduction of 
the duties on imports will re 
It in a 


decrease of the revenue fr>tn that 
source, and a deficiency \\ it be the 
inevitable consequence, unless provis- 
ion is made for increasing the revenue 
from other sources than the custom 
houses. 


Some of the advocates of the Wilson 


bill contend that reducing the tariff on 
certain articles will increase the im- 
portation of such articles and that 
therefore there will be no perceptible 
falling off in the revenue from customs 
duties. This falling off they propose 
meeting by a tax on all incomes ex- 
ceeding $5,000 a year. 


There may be a wide difference of 


opinion between the House Committee 
on Ways and Means and the Senate 
Finance Committee on the tariff, and 
if there should be, a compromise meas- 
ure will have to be adopted if a tariff 
bill is passed before next July, the time 
fixed for the Wilson bill to go ~"'- 
effect. 


TRAMPS OBJECT. 


The Southern I'aUUc Ortlor Likely to 


Cause Trouble. 


TUCSON, A. T, 
December 8.—The 


orders from Southern Pacific head- 
quarters that no tramps shall be al- 
lowed free passage on freight trains is 
likely to result in damage to the road 
and possible bloodshed. 
At Lords- 


burg, 160 miles east of here, a gang of 
185 tramps are now camping, where 
left when the orders came. They are 
an ugly lot and tell the trainmen thai 
if not allowed to move on eastward they 
will derail a passenger tram. They are 
comfortably camped, burning coal from 
the cars there. 


Last night they removed seventeen 


tons of coal from the cars, piled it in a 
huge circle, flred it and ensconced them- 
selves within, passing the night in com 
fort. 


Tramps have of late been moving in 


both directions, going west as well as 
east. One gang of forty going through 
yesterday were so dangerous that train 
men did not eject them. They got on 
at El Paso, riding in a car of straw 
destined for another road. 
At the 


junction, Benson, forty miles east o1 
here, the trainmen started to cut on' 
the car, bat the tramps would not per 
imt it. They were nearly all armec 
and drew their revolvers and made the 
trainmen take the car of straw through 
to Yuma, the end of the division wes' 
of here. 


In the last sixty days fully 2,OOC 


tramps have passed through Tucson on 
freight trains eastward bound. 


BOLD BOBBERS. 


They Plunder a Bank In the Middle o 


the Day. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., December 8.—The 


South Bend National Bank, one of the 
lurgant nnd soundest banks in North 
ern Indiana, was robbed of over $15, 
000 to-day. The deed was committee 
in broad daylight, while hundreds o 
people were on the streets, and the 
robbers succeeded in getting away with 
their booty without leaving the slight 
est clue. Cashier Myron Campbell re 
mained in the bank, which is located 
in the heart of the city, until all the 
employes were gone, and then, as he 
supposed, he locked the middle door 
of the big vault and left everything in 
the usual shape at the noon recess. 


When he returned at 12-15 o'clock 


ten minutes later, he found a rear 
window open, the back door unlocked 
and the door between the directors 
room and the counting room mutilated 
The door was just as Mr. Campbell lef 
it. They swung it back and examinee 
the safe within. The robbers secured 
$15,900. There is little doubt that the 
bank has been watched for severa 
days, and perhaps weeks. It is now 
pretty certain that in turning the com 
bination knob of the middle door o 
the vault, the one dependid upon dur 
ing noon hour, the cashier did not turn 
it far enough to scatter the tumblers 
By mere chanx o the robbers happened 
to turn it the right way and unlocked 
the door.

WEATHEK BULLETIN 


The Xext Storm caBte. -Weather Fore- 


Copyrijfhted 1893 by W. T. Pewter. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., December 9.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from De- 
cember 10th to 14th, the next will reach 
the Pacific Coast about the 14th, cross 
the Western mountains by the close 
of 15th, the Great Central valleys from 
16th to 18th and the Eastern SUtes 
about the 19th. 


This disturbance will spend most of 


its principal force in the western por- 
tion of tho Great Central valleys. 


The warm wave will cross the Western 


mountains about the 14tb, the Great 
Central valleys about the 16th and the 
Eastern States about the 18th. 


A cool wave of more than usual force 


will croas the Western mountains about 
the 17th, the Great Central valleys 
about the 19tb, aiid the Eastern States 
about the 21st. 


WEATHER FORECASTS. 


Prof. Bigelow of the National Weather 


Bureau, claims that the sun is a solid 
body and that, radiating from about 
where the sun-spots are most numer- 
ous, magnetic forces reach out into 
space and effect the earth's atmosphere 
periodically from three directions. 


One of these forces cornea to the 


earth from above, or vertically, another 
from the direction in which the earth 
moves in its orbit and the other in 
straight lines from the sun. The ver- 
tical forces dp not come to the earth 
directly from above, but at right angles 
from the plan of the ecliptic. 


To make this more plain we will 


suppose a flat surface extends out all 
around the sun to the earth's orbit or 
path around the sun. That is what is 
call the plane of ecliptic. As the earth's 
axis leaves 23.5 degrees of that plane, 
the magnetic forces in question would 
not come down straight toward the 
center of the earth but slanting 2.25 
degrees, or from a point nearly one- 
fourth of the distance from directly 
overhead to the horizon. 


The force that comes from the earth's 


orbit or path around the sun varies in 
directiosi as regards the earth. At mid- 
night of June llth, and December lltb, 
the force would come from the western 
horizon; on March 21st from 23.5 de- 
grees south of the zenith and December 
21st from 23.5 degrees north of the 
zenith and varying between these four 
points. 


To undsrstand this idea one must 


keep constantly in mind the direction 
in which the earth is moving, and from 
that point this second magnetic force 
comes to the earth. 


The third force varies in direction 


from 23.5 degrees south owing to the 
position of the sun relative to the earth, 
summer and winter. 
These are the 


three magnetic forces to which Prof. 
Bigelow ascribes all the changes in our 
weather.

1'novRssou ma BLOW'S THEORIES. 


There are three million people in the 


Uuitod States who regularly receive my 
weather bulletins through the public 
press, and of these there are many 
thousands who are competent to in- 
vestigate these questions. Let Prof. 
Bigelow's theories have a fair hearing, 
and that I may I have carefully in- 
terpreted his hard scientific terms. 


But thbre is one thing lacking in his 


system; he fails to indicate where 
the atmospheric disturbances are to 
begin. He has given the time, but not 
the place. 
In these latitudes the 


atmospheric disturbances move across 
the continent in tour or five days and 
around the earth in twenty-three to 
twenty-nine days, therefore we most 
know the starting place of the dis- 
turNvnce aa well as the starting time or 
all pmct ioal results will be lost. 


Frof. Bigelow acknowledges this diffi- 


culty. His disturbance dates are very 
close to those that I have used for 
eighteen years, bat I have starting 
places as well as starting times, epochs, 
he would call them. The storms that 
move through these latitudes start from 
the Behriug Sea, perpetual barometer 
about nine days before they reach the 
middle of this continent, and the storaa 
of Northern Europe and Northern 
Asia emerge in like barometer from the 
perpetual low barometer whose center 
ia near Iceland.

Cost to the County.

Creamery Butter. 


How many readers have seen a cream- 


ery in action, and know exactly how 
butter is made by the method that has 
taken the place of that once in vogue 
in every farmers dairy? At Stowe, Vt., 
is a good specimen of these "new-fang- 
led" ways of treating cream, and one 
who wishes to spend a forenoon in the 
pleasant survey of an interesting work 
will find himself repaid for seeking 
out this cool clean building hi a lovely 
town, says a writer in the Youth's Com- 
panion. First of all, unless the cream- 
ery is a co-operative one, the milk must 
be bought, and in any case the farmers 
for miles around must bring or send in 
their milk. 
Generally all the milk 


that a farm produces is sent. Some • 
times the creamery uses over 4,000 
pounds a day, a "pound" of milk 
usually filling a "scanty" pint 


The milk is not paid for by the meas- 


ure, for that would be most unjust. 
The man who has Jersey cows would 
than receive no more thau the owner 
of animals which are "large milkers," 
but whose milk is of poor quality. So 
the milk is tested by the use of an acid, 
and paid for according to its percentage 
of butter-making quality. 


Early in the morning this new milk 


is made to flow steadily into a receiver, 
and there it comes in contact with a 
sylindrical vessel which is whirling at 
the rate of 4,000 revolutions a minute. 
The motion has the effect of a operating 
the cream from the milk; as the milk is 
heavier, it falls to the outside of the 
vessel, where it is carried off by a pipe, 
and the cream being lighter, seeks the 
center, exactly as the foam of a whirl- 
pool is always thrown to the middle of 
the circle. 


A metal rim, rising between the two 


fluids, serves to keep them permanently 
apart, and the cream, like the milk, is 
carried off by a pipe of its own. It flows 
into a large oblong tank in the next 
room, and then protected by a thin 
cloth from dust and flies, it stands for 
forty-eight hours, since butter has a 
richer taste if the cream is allowed to 
"ripen" a little. 


The enormous churn which receives 


the cream when it is ready for the sec • 
ond process is ia the shape exactly 
like those used by many a farmer's 
wife, and turn bodily with every revo- 
lution; it is, however, moved by steam 
power, and not by "elbow greese," and 
the buttermilk is finally drained off 
through the floor info enormous vats. 


Aud when the butter has "come" what 


delight to see it worked! Great yellow 
masses, usually about sixty pounds in 
quantity, are spread in a broad circle 
upon a round table. Immediately over 
this table are two grooved wooden 
rollers, and when the table is set in 
motion by machinery, it slowly turns 
about under the rollers, which are at 
the same time revolving. 
Thus the 


buttermilk is quickly and effectually 
pressed from the mass, and it lies 
out. ready for salting. 


As the table turns a woman shakes 


over the butter fine salt from a siev, an 
ounce of salt to a pound of buttec^and 
when a few more revolutions of the 
rollers have worked it in, the butter, is 
made. 


It is than rapidly put into small tubs, 


covered with a cloth and a tbic.k layer 
of salt, or made into beantif ul"regular 
pats. 
These pats, each weighing a 


pound, marked with quarter-pound di- 
visions, are rapped up in white paper 
and then placed in a very ingenious 
receptacle, formed of thin wood, made 
so as to bend in the proper places and 
form a little box. 


When one views the cleanliness and 


precison which goes] with this work, 
done on ao large a scale, he cannot 
help being convinced that the creamery 
has not destroyed the poetry which 
still clings about the life of the dairy.

A late letter received from Biloxi, 


Mias., gives a more hopeful view of the 
edtnation. Hundreds of men are busy 
in repairing damages caused by the 
Btonn,and in a few weeks everything will 
be restored. The heavy rains which fol- 
lowed the great winds did great service 
in melting and washing away the salt 
debris that was left on shore. The 
writer aays, "Even the flower beds in 
the Montross House yards were washed 
clean and show no signs of their salt 
bath." The wharves are being rebuilt, 
and the vessels high and dry on the road 
are being wrecked and removed. Eight 
in front of the Montross House the 
wreckage of several vessels and lumber 
yards accumulated and greatly protected 
the property. The yard fence was the 
only one left standing along the entire 
beach. The destitution in Biloxi is re- 
ported as being rapidly lessened. Among 
the prominent citizens of Bilori who lost 
their lives in the great storm was Cap- 
tain W. H. Patton of Back Bay. He 
was on the schooner La Marsh, and he 
and all his crew were lost. His remains 
were found lashed to bis schooner some 
days after the storm had subsided.

Nine out of ten 


of the customers take coffee ami cake. 
The latter is not the French or Ameri- 
can kind.

German palate—apple, 


pencil, prune and sugar.

named is also called cinnamon. 
It is 


made of bread dough on the upper sur- 
f,ico of \\ Inch is spread some butter,

The peach uiul applo cuxes are made ol 


thinly rolled bread doush.surmountedby 
slices of apples or peaches, as the case 
may be. When a little butter and sugar 
have been placed between the slices, the 
baker has approached as near perfection 
as possible. The dough of the prune cake 
is made like the other and covered 
thickly with mashed stewed prunes. 


In the best bakeries a slice of any of 


these cakes from four to five inches 
square is sold for 5 cents. A good cup of 
coffee or tea with milk and sugar costs 
the same. Those who like light and sweet 
breakfasts can thus be satisfied for 10 
cents. Probably 5,000 east aiders eat 
such breakfasts in the bakeries every 
morning.—New York Sun.
